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Trustee's fee resolution 
eaves many questions

Finally taking issue with the dilemma of 
state college student bodies that decide to 
vote out student activities fees and 
thereby create liabilities 
college has entered into the previous year 
the Califorma State College Board of 
Trustees enacted a resolution establishing 
an activities fee, not to exceed a 
maximum f $15 per student per 
academic year, to provide support for 
instructionally-related programs 

The move was in response t 
at Sonoma State where the students 
utilizing the voting procedures which 
require only a two-thirds vote of those 
voting on the ballot measure voted out 
the $10 per semester per student 
activities fee which supported the 
instructionally-related programs and 
many other social activities 

Other colleges have attempted to follow 
the Sonoma State example, namely San 
Fernando, Sacramento (last year) and San 
Francisco 

Because of this problem and with no 
precedent to follow, the Trustees, after 
long deliberation and much 
criticism the California State

College Student President's Association 
(CSCSPA) over the direction that the 
proposal was heading ultimately arrived 
at the measure that was passed during 
their November meeting 

The foundation for the policy was 
officially stated as an attempt by the 
Board of Trustees to remedy a liable 
situation where many colleges make 
commitments, a minimum of one year in 
advance to support instructionally related 
programs dependent upon the student 
body organization’s budget. When the 
student body organization defaults on 
these contracts. or refuses to honor its 
budget, the college 1s then unable to 
support these instructionally-related 
programs. On campuses where the present 
handling of programs 1s acceptable, 
continuance of the existing framework 1s 
encouraged. But should an incumbent 
student body default, then the college 
administration should be empowered to 
request a fee according to the college's 
instructional interests and needs up to 4 
maximum of $15. A fee of this sort 
would fall under jurisdiction of the 
college administration and not the 
associated students of the college The 
proposed fee and ail other revenues

Discrimination report 


Stringent action urged 
to cure racial problems

A year ago last month five blacks 
walked off the basketball team bringing 
into light a problem which had been 
festering On campuses across the nation 
for some time - discriminatory practices 
in intercollegiate athletics 

The campus was immediately embroiled 
in a controversy which fed its own flames 
as the outside press rushed to the defense 
of coaches whose reputations they felt 
were imperiled. In the process they cast 
hints of scandal at the committee 
members whose report upheld the basic 
charges of the black athletes 

Except to those airectly involved, ihe 
issue has been all but forgotten over the 
intervening year. Now, two investigations 
and a Far Western Conference probation 
later, the recommendations intended to 
correct the situation have been released 
to the public by college President Bernard 
Hyink 

Four basic courses of action are being

taken by the college based upon the 
recommendations of the assembled 
reports 

The most important of these, given the 
original circumstances which created the 
controversy, is that dealing with the 
alleged discrimination in the athletic 
department 
Evidence presented 
Committee 


to the Desmond 
(appointed by then 
acting-president Otto Butz after the 
original committee chaired by Willis 
Black drew the unfavorable attention of 
every sportswriter in Northern California) 
showed that there were indeed instances 
of racial prejudice and discrimination in 
the Intercollegiate Athletic Program 
“The manifestations of prejudice and 
discrimination are subtle,”’ the committee 
reported. “To those who try to live by a 
standard of moral conduct it may be 
virtually impossible to see the ‘speck in 
their own eye’ because morally they 
recognize both the attitude of prejudice 
and the act of discrimination as wrong.” 
The committee continued, “If a faculty 
member is unwilling or unable to make 
instant and decisive changes in his 
discriminatory practices, he should be 
deemed unfit to continue in that capacity

BERKELEY (AP)-University of California 
members are voting on whether the university should 
continue operating the two laboratories which are 
responsible for the nation’s nuclear weapon research 
and development 

The mail vote is not binding on UC regents, who 
must decide whether to renew a five-year contract 
with the Atomic Energy Commission that expires in 
1972 

The laboratories, at Livermore and Los Alamos, 
N.M., employ a total of nearly 10,000 persons 

The ballots offer three alternatives: outnght 
termination, renewal without change, or providing 
closer faculty review along with a decrease in secrecy 
and increase in educational activities 

The AEC funds the laboratories’ annual $250 
million operating budgets and pays UC a $2.4 million

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Walkout ends-black 
players rejoin team

A three-day walkout by five of 
the six black players on the Sac- 
ramento State College basketball 
team ended late Thursday following 
a two-hour team meeting. 

‘Harmony prevails,’’ was the 
word from head cage coach Jack 
Heron following the meeting. ‘‘The 
rest of the team moved unanimous- 
ly to reinstate the black players.” 

“I think this whole thing got 
blown out of proportion-—it was 
nothing that couldn’t have been 


solved in a team meeting in the 
goom a long time ago.” 
five black athletes missed 


The group of black athietes, 
which included Charlie Walker, 
Jimmie Jones, Jesse Reed, 
Thurmond Lewis and Leon 
Sanders, declined to discuss their 
differences with Heron. ‘‘It’s a 
family problem. You know, the 
sort of thing you don’t air out in 
the street,” said Walker, actingas 
a@pokesman for the group. 

The group did issue a brief 
Gtatement, though: ‘‘A meeting was 
between Jack Heron, head 
Fred Furukawa, assistant 
the black athietes.

In response to charges of racist atti- 
tudes in the inter-collegiate athletic 


future. We want to play basket- 
ball. if we didn’t want to play, 
we wouldn’t have had the meeting. 
We would have just walked out.’’ 

At the meeting Thursday after- 
noon, the team “hashed over” 
the problems and then moved to 
reinstate the players. ‘‘There 
wasn’t actually a vote taken, but 
the feeling seemed to be pretty 
much unanimous to allow the black 
players to return to the team,’ 
said Heron. 

‘'l think the other players re- 
sponded tremendously in this sit- 
uation. It was tough for them to 
allow the black athletes to come 
back to the team, knowing that at 
least some of the blacks would 
be moving up and taking positions 
away from them. 

“The black players were rein- 
stated on the basis that they have 
to start at the bottom and try to 
work back up into their original 
positions. And it’s going to be tough 
because they’ve missed three days 
of learning our offense, Catching 
up will be hard.” 

According to Heron, there was 
never an actual list of demands 
submitted by the black players. 
**The only thing that even seemed 
like a demand to me was when they 
asked if Harry Livers could be 
student assistant coach. I! said 
mo, and that was the end of that. 

“But Dr. Lewis (SSC athletic 
director Dr, Fred Lewis) says that 
it was a request and not a demand, 
so | don’t know of any demands at 
all.

According to the committee, the first 


department, Dr, Otto Butz, Acting Presi- 
dent of Sacramento State College, has 
appointed a ‘‘special committee” to in- 
vestigate ‘‘discrimination™” within the 
depa rtment. 


The committee, which was asked to 
forward its “recommendations” to Butz 
by Dec. 5, held its first meeting on 
Friday, Nov. 21, for organizational pur- 
poses. 


After the meeting, the special com- 
mittee announced that it would begin its 
hearings on Tuesday, Nov. 25. The 
committee has decided that all hearings 
will be held on a “‘closed basis.’ The 
committee also announced that testimony 
would be received only from “‘players in 
the inter-collegiate program, members of 
the coaching staff and appropriate mem- 
bers of the administration."’ 


Persons wishing to make presentations 
to the committee may make appointments 
by calling Dr. Willis Black, chairman of 
the special committee at his office. 


The hearings are scheduled to take 


FOUR 


two dates are reserved solely for the 
‘hearing of charges.” The committee 
will hear “‘responses’’ to those charges 
on the following three dates. 


At the conclusion of this phase of the 
investigation, the committee will meet to 
determine the facts presented to it, and 
to determine what recommendations it 
wishes to make. 


The Hornet contacted Charlies Walker, 
one of the black athletes involved in the 
‘*walkout’’ from the basketball team that 
was the most recent manifestation of the 
turmoil in the athletic program. Walker 
said that he felt that the appointment of 
the committee was a “step in the right 
direction’’ because of the lack of com- 
munication within the athletic department. 


The members of the committee, in 
addition to Black are: William Neuman, 
chairman of the Academic Senate; William 
Stull, faculty representative to the Far 
Western (athletic) Conference; Mickey 
Fearn, member of the SSC Athletic 
Board; and Tom Goff, student body vice- 
president. 


Black representatives from the ath- 
letic department voiced their grievances 
to the news media at a press conference 
in the Sierra Room Wednesday morning. 

Here is their statement: 

With the recent publicity given to the 
dispute between black athletes and the 
athletic program (specifically the basket- 
ball program), it seems proper to us to 
now, for the first time, publicly state our 
side of this dispute. 

it is important for the public to realize 
that our grievances with the athletic pro- 
gram are not personal, but rather deal 
with the whole structure, function, and 
effectivness of the athietic program at 
Sacramento State College. kt is clear 
that the athletic program of this college 
is and has been a dismal failure. It has 
failed to gain significant support from 
both the campus and the larger Sacramento 
community, while at the same time a 
number of high schools in the area have 
been extremely successful in developing 
viable athletic programs. 

The greatest failure of this program, 
however, has been its lack of sensitivity 
to the needs and desires of the student 
athletes and its failure to promote their 
development athletically, academically, 
and personally. For the black athiete, 
the problem is even greater. The racist 
attitudes displayed by members of the 


Butz 
rejects 
report

An air of uncertainty and tension stil! 
pervades the Sacramento State College 
campus and the surrounding community @s 
the result of a committee report submitted 
to acting SSC president Dr, Otto Butz just 
as school closed for the Christmas holiday. 

That report, which has since been re- 
jected by Butz, recommended that Ray 
Clemons, SSC head football coach, and Jack 
Heron, head basketball coach, be re- 
assigned to ‘‘non-coaching”’ duties as soon 
as possibie. 

The report was submitted by a special 
seven-man committee appointed by Butz 
to look into charges of racial discrimina- 
tion on the SSC basketball team. The 
charges came in the wake of four black 
athletes, including last year’s ‘cading 
scorer, Charlie Walker, quitting the team. 

Although the black athletes declined 
to discuss the nature of their grievances 
against Heron publicly, they did indicate 
that they were displeased with the way 
Heron was running the team. 

The committee, which was headed by 
Willis Black, turned its i. port over to 

Butz Dec, 19, and when news of the re- 
port hit the loca) newspapers the next 
reorning, there was an immediate com- 
munity response in support of the two 
coaches. 

In its report, the committee did not 
document specific instances of racism on 
the part of either coach, but did recom- 
mend their reassignmen. The committee 
had agreed earlier to keep al) testimony 
confidential. 

The charges against Heron were not 
completely unexpected, since the commit- 
tee bad been formed to investigate an 
incident involving the basketbal) team. 


Remember last year about this time 


athletic staff, no matter |ow unintentional 
they may be, are direct assaults upon the 
humanity of black athletes on this campus 
as well as black people in general. 

Mention has been made in the press 
that in our last confrontation or conflict 
with the athletic department, we had no 
demands. Let us make this point clear, 
that we did and do have specific grievances 
and demands to make upon the athletic 
department, but in the past black athletes 
were willing to deal in good faith with the 
athletic department. Black athletes are 
primarily interested in building a good 
athletic program, but it is clear from the 
actions and statements of the athletic staff 
that they are not concerned with the pro- 
gram but rather their own persona! desires 
and prejudices.

Citing a need to resolve the “bitter 
inter-personal conflicts that have for 
years beset the Division of Health, Phy- 
sical Education and Recreation and the in- 
ter-collegiate athletic program,”’ Dr, Otto 
Butz, acting-president of Sacramento hate 
College, has announced the appointment of 
members for another committee to exam- 
ine the operation of the SSC inter- 
collegiate athletics program. 


The new committee is being appointed 
in the wake of wide-spread community 
opposition to the recommendations of the 
original committee appointed by Butz to 
study charges of racism in the inter- 
collegiate athletic program. 


According to Butz, he has charged the 
new committee which is made up of former 
Chancellor of the University of California 
at Davis, Emil Mrak, and two local attor- 
neys, Louis N, Desmond and Douglas R, 
Greer, with preparing an ‘‘evaluation of 
interpersona! relationships, professional 
ethics and educational policies in the SSC 
inter-collegiate athletics program. . .” 


The first committee recommended that 
football) coach Kay C lemons and basketball 
coach Jack | eron be removed from coach- 
ing duties. [hese recommendations were 
set aside by Butz in the face of community 
opposition. 


Butz said that he hoped that the sew 
study would clear up ‘once and for all," 
the ‘accusations and recriminstions in 
which the inter-collegiate athletics pro- 
gram has been involved.” 


Butz expressed his confidence that 
‘despite temporary set-becks and mi sun- 
derstanding” the athletic department 
would ‘‘soon be functioning effective ly and 
harmoniously ."’ 


Butz said that he had not appointed any 
one member of the committee as chairman 
or attempted to specify any set procedures 
for their investigation. According to Butz, 
he preferred to leave those decisions to 
the committee.

This provision fails to 
recognize that all nineteen campuses have 
different costs for such programs and that 
huge discrepancies may occur on various 
ampuses in the instruct y»nally-related 
programs 

Another interesting provision of the 
resolution enables moneys in the 
S.C.A.R-F. to be invested by the State 
Treasurer, upon the approval of the 
Trustees, in those eligible securities listed 
in the Government Code. All interest or 
other earnings received pursuant to such 
investments shall be collected by the 
State Treasurer, and shal! be deposited in 
the State Treasury to the credit of the 
SCARF. Obviously a profit can be 
realized from investing the funds, but 
only those colleges which have the special 
fee will see the additional income 
Whether this extra money will be used for 
instructionally-related programs is not 
specified, causing the speculative question 
of why

Recently (Dec. 1), in another one of its pointless and contradictory 
editorials, the Sacramento Union chose to express itself on the issue of 
the press’ interrelationship with government 

Utilizing their vast reservoirs of knowledge, the Union spent the better 
part of the editorial citing President Nixon’s tactics of using the press 
for his own ends and shaking a reproaching finger at the Associated 
Press for butchering a quote from Sigma Delta Chi’s (professional

Their major argument pointed out that “it must be recognized there 
can always be a threat to freedom of the press from incompetent and 
power-hungry bureaucrats, even in a society as Open as the United 
States. However, no member of the press would be callous enough to 
insist that the media does not have a sober responsibility for honesty 
and fairness. 

Unfortunately the Sacramento Union does not practice what it 
pretends to preach. Fairness and honesty must begin at home, as the 
saying goes, which is quite opposite to the practices used by the Union. 
Fairness and honesty will never succeed if trust and mutual respect are 
not present within the media's own structure 

In view of the fact that Carlyle Reed, publisher of the 
paper disruptions to the F BI. thereby jeopardizing the security and 
objectiveness of his photographers, the Union should examine its own 
ethics before it tries to impose a standard on others
